Dear Sir—I congratulate you on your 
momination at Chicago. I think the coun- 
ti is to be congratulated also. I need mot 
assure you that your nomination was more 
than satisfactory to me. I think we shall 
be able to consolidate all the friends of 
free silver in your Support, and if we do 
this I believe you will be elected, although 
I do not overlook the tremendous power 
“that will be put against us in this cam- 


“eign. All the power of money and organ- 


Wed wealth, corporations and monopolies 
of all kinds will be against us. Justice is 
on our side and this is the cause of the peo- 
ple. It is a contest for industrial independ- 
ence and for freedom from the domination 
of foreign powers and foreign capitalists, 
and it does not seem possible that in such 
a contest before the American people jus- 

tice should fail and wrong prevail. 
“T do not believe we shall fail. I think 
I can promise you the cordial support of 
the Western silver men who have hereto- 
fore acted with the Republican party, and 
if you get that I think all of the Western 
coast and inter-mountain States will be 
with you. I will not offer any suggestions 
to you save to advise you that, as you were 
nominated without pledges of favor or priv- 
flege to any one, you maintain that position

This letter greatly pleased Mr. Bryan. 
When Mr. Bryan had finished his breakfast 
this morning he turned his attention to the 
vast amount of mall that had accumulated 
during his absence. There were over 5,000 
letterd to be opened and read, and among 
the first to be opened was that from Mr. 
Teller. The letters, were taken to Mr. Bry- 
an's home, where he and his wife in their 
library began the arduous task.of reading 
them. Mr. Bryan will not attempt to 
answer all of them until he has established 
headquarters-and secured a private secre- 
tary. He will only attend to the more im- 
portant letters. 

Mr. Bryan was frequently interrupted by 
callers. Among the gentlemen to call to- 
day was G. F. Washburn of Boston, a mem- 
ber of the Populist National Committee, and 
T. M. Patterson, editor of the Rocky Moun- 
tain News of Denver. Mr. Patterson as- 
gured Mr. Bryan that he would receive the 
support of all the Democrats of Colorado,

The man was shown to a room with much 
ceremony. Every porter who was awake 
heard in ten minutes that the hotel covered 
a Presidential nominee. After breakfast 
the man asked for his bill. The clerk was 
hardly awake, but when the guest pointed 
out his name, W: J. Bryan, his eyes popped 
almost out of his head. The man was not 
quite six feet high, and weighed about 188 
pounds. 1 face was smooth, his jaw 
heavy and square, his cheek bones promi- 
nent and his forehead high. His hair and 
eyes were dark. He had on a felt hat, a 
frock coat and dark trousers, 

“I have to go to Trenton and make an 
address,” said he as he left. 

A dozen politicians got into a wrangle 
about him. One man said the newspapers 
were all liars. Another said Bryan was a 
follower of Blavatsky, and that either the 
body that was here or the body that was at 
Salem was his astral body.

AMERICAN SEA FIGHTERS. 


North Atlantic 
~ Squadror Maneuvers. 


NEW YORK, July 18.—The United States 
cruiser Cincinnati and the battleship Indi- 
ana are anchored off Tompkinsville. They 
are the first vessels of the North Atlantic 
Squadron to arrive there for the scheduled 
maneuvers.

It will be the largest squadron 
of powerful ships flying the stars and 
stripes that has ever been.assembled in this 
harbor.

city Monday. The bureau belongs to the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics, of which John M. 

The purpose 
of the bureau is to reduce the number of 
unemployed in the city of New York, with- 
out regard to age or sex. Every person

Mr. Reedy expects to receive sacks of 
mail in response to his circular, but h 
doesn’t know yet to what use the names an 
addresses will be put except the listing of 
them as a kind of “roll of honor” after the 
Style of that compiled by Chief Factionist 
David R. Francis at the meeting he got 
together in St. Louis last spring. 

In fact.“ said Mr. Reedy to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, “I hardly know yet what 
my duties are to be. You see, I didn’t 
know the honor of the secretaryship was 
to be offered to me. Word came to me 
from Col. Broadhead’s office about 3 o’clock 
Friday afternoon that my presence was 
desired there. When I got there they told 
me I had been elected Secretary. I -ac- 
cepted it, of course, because I despise the 
whole aggregation of degenerates whose 
maniaca> conduct I witnessed at Chicago, 
and am willing to do anything I can to 
help save the country from this economic 
idiocy. 

“But really besides large quantities of 
talk by nearly everybody present, the meet- 
ing at Col. Broadhead’s office did nothing.

JACK SHEA FATE, 


He Will Be Brought Here From the 
Columbus Pen to Be Tried for 
the Murder of Officer Dundon. 


Jack Shea, the slayer of Patrolman Dun- 
don, and the only man who escaped three 
times from the St. Louis jail, will be re- 
turned to St. Louis Aug. 10 when his sen- 
tence in the Ohio penitentiary at Columbus 
expires. 

Jack Shea is one of the famous criminals 
in the police annals of the country. Be- 
fore he struck St. Louis, ten years ago, he 
had a reputation on which he could have 
been convicted as an habitual criminal. He 
was arrested in this city on a charge of 


grand larceny and was not in jail long when 
with three other prisoners he escaped 
through a skylight on the roof of the bastil>. 
The three of them were getting out of 
town on a Frisco freight train when one 
of them, Cunningham, had a fight with 
a brakeman. Cunningham tried to throw 
the brakeman off the top of the box car 
when the brakeman shot and killed him. 

Shea was arrested and taken back to the 
jail, bat had been there only a short time 
when he looked for an opportunity, and 
while being transferred to a court-room, he 
broke away and: ran. 

On the way up Twelfth street he met 
some acquaintances and one of them gave 
him a revolver. At the corner of St. 
Charles street he met Officer Dundon, who 
attempted to stop him. 

Shea drew his revolver and shot and 
instantly khled the patrolman. 

The escaping prisoner was pursued down 
town, and was captured in the alley back 
of the Laclede Hotel. 

He then remained in jail until October of 
1891, when he was one of the nine prisoners 
who walked out of the jail through the 
kitchen, got in a buggy standing in front 
of Pete Morrissey’s saloon and drove away. 

Nothing more was heard of Shea until 
about a year ago, when he was found in the 
Columbus Penitentiary, to where he had 
been sentenced, having been convicted of 
burglary in Cincinnati. 

His sentence exp‘res Aus. 10, and when 
he is released from the Ohio prison he will 
be met in the Warden’s office by a St. Louis 
detective, who will bring h'm back to this 
city to answer for the killing of Patrolman 
Dundon.

EXPEDITIONS TO EMBARK IN 
AUGUST AND SEPTEMBER. 


THIRD ONE IN DECEMBER. 
The Regulars Will Be Accompanied by 


4,000 Volunteers Supported 
by Subscription. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 18.—Senor Don Arturo 
Baldasano Topete, the Consul General for 
Spain in this city, when asked by a reporter 
for information regarding the reported 
death of Jose Maceo, said that he had no 
official information regarding the mat- 
ter. Asked as to the outlook for Spain in 
Cuba, he said that it was excellent; that 
the rebellion had, he believed, reached 
its maximum strength; that the rebels were 
in two main commands; that the one in 
Pinar del Rio under Maceo was hemmed in 
by the new trocha and can not escape. The 
rebels in the eastern part of Central Cuba 
and in Hastern Cuba under Gomez and the 
others were not, he declared, advancing to 


the relief of Antonio Maceo, but were re- 
rted to be falling back on Eastern Cuba, 
where marked discontent was report in 
the rebel camps, and that the presence of 
Gomez was necessary to maintain discipline 
and uphold the authority of Calixto Garcia.

Attention was called in these columns re- 
cently to the tremendous boom in cyclone 
insurance after the late tornado, although 
this boom smacked of locking the stable 
door after the horse had been stolen, And 
now a brand new lead in insurance has been 
struck. Heretofore no man ever dreamed 
of insuring himself against death or injury 
by lightning, cyclone, tornado or plain 
wind storm without twister trimmings. As 
a matter of fact, accident policies expressly 
excluded death or injury from such causes. 
And the chances of being struck by light- 
ning were so very remote that no man 
ever thought of covering the risk by special 
policy. But the cyclone led to just such 
special line of insurance, and at least while 
the scare of the recent visitation lingers 
there will doubtless be policy holders, 
Thus does every condition evoke new enter- 
prises and industries. 


But speaking of unique insurance, France 
has a system in some of the manufactur- 
ing towns which is the most curious of all. 
Yet the idea it is based on is worthy of 
consideration. It is a standard joke, if a 
grim one, that thé man who insures his 
life must needs die to beat the game. But 
then he can live to a ripe old age and beat 
the game at last—provided the company 
does not fail. In this new French plan, 
however, it does not pay to live too long. 
The longer the assured lives the less his 
heirs get on his death. Thus a certain pre 
mium will secure the payment of $1,000 if 
the assured dies before he is 38 years old. 
If he lives to be 60 his heirs will receive only 
half that sum, and 80 the longer he lives, 
and the more he pays in premiums, the less 
the beneficiary receives. The basic theory 
is that a man’s life is insured to protect his 
family when the bread-winner is removed.

WM. J. H. BOWN ON THE RACK. 


He Tells as Little as Possible About 
the Secrets of the Blind Pool, 
but Nice Points Crop Out. 


Very slowly the history of Albert Royal 
Delmont’s “blind pool” is being dragged 
out of witnesses in the office of Judge 
George W. Lubke in the Commercial bulld- 
ing. 

The good start made Friday when the de- 
positions of William J. Kinsella and Lu- 
zerne J. Peck were taken, throwing ccn- 
siderable light on A. R. Delmont’s methods, 


encouraged Lawyer A. N. Bdwards to be- 
lieve that he would learn much on tur- 
day of value to A. G, Edwards & Sons, his 
clients. 

William J. H. Bown w the witness 
whom Mr. Edwards expect to assist him 
in recovering that $13,677 from Delmont 
and his speculation confreres, who include 
some of the stable wholesale merchants 
of the Cupples Block. No one enjoyed Del- 
mont’s confidence to such an extent as 
Bown, save perhaps Delmont’s mysterious 
“friend” in Wall street. Mr. Bown was the 
alleged manager of Delmont’s “blind pool,“ 
and was the person who interested St. Louis 
business men in Delmont’s money making 
schemes, which at last proved such costly 
experiments. 

The entire day was given over to the 
taking of Bown’s deposition. When he was 
finally excused until Monday morning, he 
had failed to meet Mr. Edwards’ full ex- 
pectations, and had divulged very little of 
a tangible character r rdi the pool.“ 
In fact Mr. Bown insisted through his 
deposition that it was not a pool. 

The deposition, however, disclosed the 
fact that Delmont’s mysterious Wall street 
friend was known as A' to those who had 
dealings with Delmont and that his identity 
was kept so sacredly secret that even Bown 
was refused the privilegs of meeting é 
A“ appears to have dess held in great 
awe by Delmont’s circle of speculators and 
occupied. something of the position of a 
Mahatma or Veiled Prophet. The latter is 
regarded as the most appropriate simile 
by those who dealt with Delmont, because

veiled. 


Bown was among the first to reach Judge 
Lubke’s office yesterday morning. Attorney 
Edwards came in soon afterward. After 
Bown had been waiting about ten minutes

“Now te the Board of Health ing t 
kill ninety-nine cows that are n 
healthy in order to find one by which there 
is a possible chance to transmit the disease 
through the milk? I say possible chance 
because in the report of the New York State 
Tuberculous Commission they say a small 
animal may consume four or five quarts of 
milk from a tuberculous udder with um- 
punity, which, if continued daily, would 
certainly infect it. The experiment of Bol- 
linger & Gebhart, referred to {n their report, 
showed that the dilution of such dangerous 
milk with fifty or one hundred times its 
volume of sound milk will almost remove 
the element of danger. They further state 
there is still another source of protection 
in the acids of the stomach, as acids either 
kill the bacilli or render them inactive. 

As tc «he number of cattle affected in 
the St. Louis dairies, I believe the reports 
to be very much exaggerated. During my 
appointment as United States Meat Inspect- 
or at one of the large abattors in East St.

Prof. Bang of Co- 
penhagen experimented with the milk of 
sixty-nine cows, with apparently healthy 
udders, In nine cases the milk proved to 
be infective; careful microscopic examina- 
tion of the udders detected tubercle in only 
three, leaving six wherein the milk was in- 
fective without discoverable lesion of the 
udder. Herschberger inoculated rabbits

He remarked in 
a crowd that for the consideration of $300 
he would reveal the identity of the firebugs. 
He was promptly answered with the re- 
mark that he would divulge the information 
at a more reasonable figure. Somebody pro- 
cured a rope and the crowd seized the 
tramp and proceeded to string him up to 
force the information from him, but he 
then protested that he knew 2 about 
the crime, and begged piteously for is life. 
He and a pal were then locked up. 

Every tramp or suspicious character 
found around the town was promptly ar- 
rested. Four men, two white and two 
negroes, are believed to have been impli- 
cated in the crime, and it seems that they 
went about their work in a systematic 


manner. 

The fire was first started in a cottage 
in the suburbs about 11 o’clock last night. 
The blaze attracted. the attention of the 
people, and while efforts were being made 
to extinguish it, the torch was applied to 
the business portion of the city in several 
places simultaneously, and before the peo- 
ple were hardly aware of it, the whole town 
was in flames.

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The Cuban Forces Defeat the Spanish 
and Captured Inclan, Killing 300 
of Hir Men.

KEY WEST, Fia., July 18.—The Spaniards, 
under Gen. Suarez Inclan, have sustained 
a crushing defeat at the hands of the In- 
surgents under Antonio Maceo. Not only 
was Inclan’s column defeated with heavy 
loss, but it is:currently reported in Havana 
that the Spanish general himself was cap- 
tured and is now held as a prisoner by 
Maceo. 

The battle is said to have occurred on 
July 15, near Maceo’s stronghold, in the 
province of Pinar del Rio. For the last 
two weeks the urgents have been very 
aggressive, and all parties have repeat- 
edly attacked the Trocha, causing the 
Spaniards much annoyance. Gen. Inclan 
was ordered to drive back these detached 
bands of insurgents and for this purpose 
took with him 2,000 men. Maceo seems to 
have expected such a movement, and ar- 
ranged to ambush the Spaniards. He sta- 
} tioned a large force in a favorable posi- 
tion amd ordered his detached bands to 
draw Inclan into the fray. The Spaniards 
followed the insurgent skirmishers incau- 
tiously and fell into the ambush. Then the 
Cubans opened fire from all sides, which 
therewith threw the Spanish jnto confu- 
sion. While the Spaniards were thus dis- 


routing their foes. ; 

Gen. Inclan made a desperate effort to 
rally his demoralized forces, but was sur- 
rounded by the Cubans and compelled to 
surrender. 

It is said in Havana that the Spaniards 
were pursued almost to the Trocha and lost 
more than 300 men killed and wounded. 
There were fourteen officers among the 
killed. | 

Cubans here also say that Maceo will hold 
Inclan as hostage to save the lives of proml- 
nent insurgent officers who have been cap- 
tured by the Spaniards. One of these officers 
is Capote. If this rebel leader is shot by the 
Spaniards, it is said Inclan will meet the 
same fate at the hands of Maceo.

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A MECHANICAL PITCHER. 


Prof. Hinton’s Invention Will Put 
Breitenstein Out of the Business. 


Prof. Hinton of Princeton College has in- 
vented a mechanical pitcher, which is at- 
tracting much attention from base ball 


players. The apparatus is nat yet wholly 
perfected, but, in an interview, he tells of 
the improvement he hopes to make in the 
base ball field and gives an accurate de- 
)} scription of the machine. It has been tried 
at Princeton and found entirely practicable. 
The propulsive power which throws the 
ball is germinated by the explosion of a 
cartridge contained in an internal tube. 
an of the machine, Prof. Hinton 


“Round the internal tube is an air cham- 
ber, which serves to prevent the generation 
of too great velocities, acting as a sort of 
buffer to guard against the violent effects 
which occur when an explosion takes place 
in a limited space. If the ball sticks or 
jams in the tube in any way the gases gen- 
erated by the powder heap up behind it and 
drive it out of the muzzle with a velocity 
greater than desirable. This defect I in- 

end to remedy by the introduction of a 
valve to serve the same purpose as the safe- 
ty-valve of a steam engine.

Thus 
we may say that the whole problem of a 
mechanical pitcher is reduced to the one

DICKENS’ NERVOUSNESS. 


Was Afraid to Go to See His Play 
Produced in Paris. 


Jules Claretie, who has just visited Lon- 


don, has this to say in the Paris Figaro of 
Charles Dickens and Dickens’ play that was 
produced in Paris: 

“I still see him as on a certain summer 
evening he sat at one of the tables in front 
of the cafe, which in the Place de la 
Bourse, was then hard by the Vaudeville 
Theater, now, alas, demolished—where Sar- 
dou had his debut, where Dumas brought 
out Dame aux Camellias,’ where Far- 
guell for twenty years was so dramatic 
and so fine. The vaudeville of the Place de 
la Bourse was giving on this particular 
evening a piece by Charles Dickens, which 
he had had played in his own house with a 
few friends, among whom was Wilkie Col- 
lins, the author of ‘The Woman in White.’ 
In Paris the piece was called ‘L’Abime.’ 
Charles Dickens had taken the trip from 
fy — to Paris for the express purpose 
of ing ae aon at the representation of 
his work before the French public. There 
he sat in front of his table, taking a glass 
of whisky, while the tout Paris of the first 
nights was entering the theater, and 8— 
ing by this man in a gray hat, with the 
superb head, the long hair and the little 
twisted tuft of a beard, little imagining 
that there was in Paris that summer even- 
ing one of the master novelists, the most 
original of writers, one of the geniuses of 

e nineteenth century. As for him he 
ooked at the people as they entered, but 
did not go in himself. 

“Speaking to a friend, Dickens said: “I 
am waiting for the first act to be played. 
Besides, it is so pleasant in Paris in the 
evening. How can one shut himself up in 
a theater? The truth is, he was afraid of 
the result of the evening. He dreaded the 
Parisian public. It seemed to him that he 
h ome the little unfortunate reporter 
of former days, the little Boz, but now in- 
imitable. He was seeking a pretext for not 
facing a French house. his man was 
afraid of nothing, who m to finish a

The scarcity of 
supplies east of the river has been plainly 
in evidence of late. Ohio, Indiana, Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee mills haverbeen ask- 
ing for wheat in the West. They havé 
sent orders to St. Lou's, where there is no 
stock to speak of, and have been buying 
further West. Their own sections appear 
to be about cleaned out, and their prices 
which they bid at home, though relatively 
as high as are paid in St. Louis and in 
other primary markets, fail to bring them 
enough to meet their requirements. How 
the primary markets can expect to com- 
pete with such competition as this to fill 
their depleted stocks is 2 question. 


European markets, or rather English mar- 
kets, profess to feek a complete independ- 
ence and are still doing their cold stand-off 
act. Banking upon the Government crop 
reports of this country, which are as unre- 
liable as are its statements re ing the 
circulation of its currency (both from the 
made-up statements of Government offi- 
cials) the foreigners believe they are in the 
same position regarding the dictatorship for 
the price of breadstuffs as they have been 
for years past, and as they have been in 
finances, year ago it was claimed they 
would not draw 100,000,000 bushels from this 
country in flour and wheat, and probably 
not over a half to three-fourths of that 
amount. They had good prospects then for 
their own crops and Australia, India, the 
Argentine and Russia had wired crops 
above an average. Yet with all this the ex- 

orts from this country in flour and wheat 
or the crop year ending June 30, last, were 
equivalent to over 1,000, 000 bushels, or only 
17,500,000 bushels smaller than same period 
the preceding season.

CLIFTON TERRACE, III., July 18.—For 
the denizens of neighboring hot cities like 
St. Louis, this is truly a delightful oasis, 
and a place where one kind of bill, the 
mosquito’s, is never presented.

“VEAL CURE” FOR SUNBURN. 


Damaged Complexions May Be Reme- 
died by Applying Veal Cutlet. 


The cry which arises annually from 
every seashore, country and mountain 
resort in the land has this year met with 
a new response. Pasty lotions of more or 
less harmless properties are no longer 
advocated as a cure for sunburn. Com- 


plexions which have been given a cr.m- 
son tinge by too long exposure to summer 
suns now find their speediest cure in a 
veal outlet. The “veal cure,“ as it is called, 
has leaped into a popularity which indi- 
cates that it — more than ordinarily po- 
tent. 

Butchers at the summer watering-places 
have ceased to wonder at the loud de- 
mand for veal. They know that when the 
summer girl returns from her sea bath, 
walk or drive, her first thought is for the 
veal cutlet that shall preserve the deli- 
cacy of her complexion. The proper proce- 
dure is to have the cutlets shaved into 
very thin slices. These raw slices must 
then be carefully laid all over the face, 
and lightly kept in place by passing nar- 
row ta or ribbon over them. The result 
is not becoming, but that is unimportant. 
The victim then retires to a perfectly dark- 
ened room and lies down for at least half 
an hour. When the veal becomes warm 
by contact with the face, it should be 
turned over and again applied. 

When the face has ceased to burn the 
veal may be removed and the face gent- 
ly washed with elder flower water. The 
face should not be again exposed to the 
sun the same day, and no soap should be 
used on it for a day or two. hen these 
precautions are observed the veal cure 
is guaranteed to be effectual.

The house itself is soon built and is made 
of bamboo strips and thatched with palm 
leaves. All parts are firmly lash to- 
gether with strips of rattan palm, a very 
tough vine used by natives in place of 
ropes. It is not à large house, though it 
sometimes contains several rooms, but 
it is a safe and secure retreat for the 
women and children in case of a sudden 
attack by hostile tribes. 

This house is reached from the ground 
by a long ladder @ inclined plane, made 
of woven vines. In case an enemy ap- 
pears the ladder is drawn up, and the 
man and his family and the pig are safe 
within the house. The elevation not only 
secures the household from wild beasts and 
from ants that roam the country, seeking 
what -they may devour, but also from 
disease germs, which, like those of yellow 
fever, do not rise above a certain level. 
The breeze, too, rocks the house gently, 
like a cradle, and sets the fresh alr into 
circulation, making it delightfully refresh- 
ing after the sultry heats below. 

If you should climb the long ladder and 
peep in at the door, you will find the 
family, perhaps, all asleep or sitting about 
the floor eating yams, coceanuts and ban. 
anas, and sharing them with their pet 
pigs, parrots or poultry. You will find there 
mo pictures, toys or playthings, 
even the poorest children among us pos- 
sess; no music and no books, no furniture 
in the room, not even a bed and no mats on 
the floor. 

Many a ture built nest is constructed with 
more art and is more comfortable for the 
little ones who are born in it, and is far 
prettier than the rude huts of the wild men 
of New Guinea. 


AFTER A LIVING MASTODON. 


Gone to Alaska to Look for One. 


The recent departure of Prof. L. L. 
Dyche of the Kansas University has given 
rise to several stories as to his destination. 
Some have asserted that he was bound 
for Greenland, where he proposed to secure 
the large meteorite which Lieut, Perry 


claims to have first seen, 

To a correspondent of the Chicago Record 
Prof. Dyche said that his destination was 
Alaska, and that while there he would try 
to 2 something of the truth of the sto- 
ries ch are told of a living mastodon in 
the upper valley of the Yukon River. 

Tusks of the finest ivory have been found 
there, and of the circular form peculiar to 
mast ns, Recent letters from Alaska say 
that the meat of a mastodon was brought 
into Circle City by hunters who asserted 
that they kill the animal. The meat had 
the thick hide and the long hair of the mas- 
todon, but as none of it was preserved 
scientists are not convinced that it was the 
flesh of a mastodon. 

While it is not disputed that mastodons 
once lived in Alaska, it is thought doubtful 
if any are now alive. Even the existence of 
the flesh would not prove the existence of 
the living animal, as the body of one might 
be preserved for centuries in the icy fast- 
nesses of that frigid region. 


THE FLYING FROG. 


A Queer Batrachian Found by Ex- 
plorer Wallace in Borneo. 


An fnteresting and little known species of 
frogs has been discovered by Mr. Wallace 
in Borneo. It has been popularly called 
the flying frog,“ from the fact that it has 
toes of great length, and these are fully 


webbed to thetips. If the animal wishes to 
descend from the top of a high tree it 
has only to make the leap, and by spread- 
ing out its toes it converts its feet into 
four veritable parachutes, and thus this 
little aerial batrachian reaches terra firma 
in safety. 

Among the most curious types are the 
tree frogs, and Gibson says that these are 
readily distinguished from all others by 
aving the ends of their toes dilated into 

nobs or disks, generally provided with a 
sticky secretion, by means df which they 
can cling to the leaves and branches of 
trees. They are small, elegant and exceed- 
ingly active creatures, the males possess- 
ing loud voices, of which they make co- 
pious use during the breeding season and 
on approach of rain.” Frogs have from 
remote times been regarded as weather 
prophets, and at the present day, in some 
arts of Germany, the European tree frog 
hyla arborea) is used as a barometer. A 
ew of them are placed in a tall bottle pro- 
ided with miniature ladders, the steps of 
hich they ascend during fine weather, 
seeking the bottom again at the approach 
f rain. 

° Astronomical structures of a variety of 
kinds are characteristic of different spe- 
cies of frogs, having to do with the voice 
organs. So It is that many croak, some 
chirp and some almost bellow. Many emit 
noises most disagreeable to all ears, while 
others give vent to sounds that under

Most of them have regular routes mapped 
out by their advance agents, just like thea- 
trical companies, and, as they only appear 
at a place at long intervals, they never get 
stale, and sometimes make bigger hits on 
their second or third appearance than on

INDIANA ICE CAVE. 


The Temperature at All Seasons Is 
Near to the Freezing Point. 


One of the most remarkable natural phe. 
nomena that have been discovered in recent 
years has just been reported in the south- 
west corner of Brown County, Ind., near 
the village af Elkinsville. It is a cave and 
is on the farm of Billy Moore. 

At its entrance, which is comphtely over- 
lapped by the trees, cold air is plainly per- 
ceptible. The opening appears not unlike 
a mine shaft long disused, but the steep, 
rocky descent shows nothing of an artificial 
construction. The winding way leads to a 
cavern which is fully fifty feet Below the 
surface, This is like a broad, vaulted 
corridor, and is known to the natives as 
the Devil’s Chamber, The air in this apart- 
ment is near the freezing point. From this 
point quite a number of halls lead off in a 
confusing manner, but the one to the ice 
vault is evident from the cold blast which 


| comes from it. 


The descent in this natural corridor is 
similar to the rocky decline at the entrance 
of the cave, but not over a dosen yards 
within the ice is plainly visible, and further 
on it is thick on all sides, like the crust 
that is formed on the pipes of an ice plant. 
A little further on the descent entirely 
ceases, and here the walls ard frozen hard 
like the ground in the middle of the winter. 
Then the narrow way leads into a mart 
moth chamber known as an ice vault. This 
extends fully 100 feet, 
miniature mountain. It stands in a solid 
mass, extending downward to a depth which 
it would be folly to conjecture.

Scientists in all parts of the habitable 
globe have been experimenting with the 
cathode ray since Prof. Roentgen made his 
marvellous discovery public, and many won-.

Am crampie of justice according te the 
views of the Seminole Indians was wit- 
nessed recently at Wewoka, I. T., the cap- 
ital of the Seminole Nation. 

It is here that the National Council meets 
o enact laws and to hold court. Where the 
offense is committed by a Seminole against 
a Seminole, the Nation has jurisdiction. If 
one party to the trouble or controversy is a 
white man, the United States authorities 
have charge, and the matter must be set- 
tled in a United States Court, 

A half-breed, William Foster, was ac- 
cused of stealing hogs. Gov. Brown of the 
Seminole Nation ordered his light horse- 
snen to bring Foster in, dead or alive, The 
light horsemen are Indian police employed 
by the Seminole Nation and correspond to 
United States marshals. 

Foster was a desperate man and more 
than once has stood the light horsemen 
off at the point of a rifle, and it was thought 
he could not be taken alive. The Indians 
finally “got the drop’’ on him, and brought 
him to Wewoka in chains. He was olosely 
guarded till the Council met to take action 
on his case.

RELIO FROM AN OLD WRECK. 


English Sword Buried for Three Quar- 
ters of a Century Found. | 


The recent finding of an English sword 
on the south beach of Long Island, op- 
posite the Pon Quogue light, links the 
memory of the early part of the century 
with the present in an interesting manner. 


e sword is from the British r 
Sylph, which was wrecked during a seve 
ale in September, 1814, when the sand bar 
— as the great South Beach was blown 
its entire width inland. 
The Sylph had been sent out by the 
British Government during the war of 1812, 
but the crew turned her into a pirate craft 
and preyed upon merchant vessels and 
villages along the coast. The wreck 0oc- 
curred upon the beach opposite the point 
where the Pon Quogue Light now stands, 
the ship being beaten to fragments and the 
crew of 100 men being drowned. 

At that time a large inlet connected the 
ocean with the bay which. lies between 
South Beach and the main land. A short 
time ago the Shinnecock Bay Improvement 
Association decided to have it fteopened,
